1. The Central Government (Ministry of Education 
and Social Welfare) have accorded approval vide their 
letter No. F.3-26/72-U.1. dated November IS, 1072, to 
the following Regulations : — 

(i) Heading of the Regulations for D. D.V.D. and 
Regulations 1, 4 and 11 for Diploma in Der- 
matology and Venereal Diseases (D.D.V.D.) 
at pages 432 and 433 of the Calendar, Volume 
II, 72, shall read as under : — 

DIPLOMA TN DERMATOLOGY. INCLUDING VENE- 
REAL DISEASES LEPROSY(D.V,D.) 

1 . The examination for Diploma in Dermotalogy. 
including Venereal Diseases and Leprosy shall be held 
twice a year at a place or places as approved by the 
Syndicate in the first week of January or an other dates 
as approved by the Syndicate, 

4. The examination shall he open to a person, who. 

(i) has obtained the degree of M.B.B.S. of this 
University or any other University recognised 
by the Medical Council of India; 

(ii) has his/her name sent up by the Principal of 
the Medical College, affiliated to this University 
for D.V.D. Course and approved for this dip- 
loma course with the following Certificates : 

XXX 

11. As soon as possible after the examination, the 
Registrar shall publish a list of candidates who have 
passed and each successful candidate shall be granted a 
Diploma in Dermatology including Venereal Dheanes 
*nd Leprosv ( D.V.D.) . 

(ii) The following new regulations have been ap- 
n roved for Diploma Course in Indian 
Theatres 

LI. The Department of Indian Thrcntre of the Pun- 
ish Lfniversity shall undertake instruction for the Dip- 
loma Course in Indian Theatre with effect fTOm the ad- 
missions of July 1972. 

1-2. The duration of the course shall be one academic 
year and the examination shall be held once a year ordi- 
narily in the month of April/May on a date fixed by 
the Syndicate. 

1.3. The last date for receipt of the admission forms 
and fee with and without late fee of Rs. 5 shall b« 
fixed by the Syndicate. 

2, A person who has passed one of the following 
examinations shall be eligible to join the course ; 

(a) B.A. or B.Sc. Degree ot the Punjab University; 
or 

(b) B.A. or B.Sc, or any other examination of 
another University recognised by the Syndicate 
as equivalent to (a). 

3.1. A person who has passed the examination as 
laid down in regulation 2 and has been on the rolls of 
the University Department of Indian Threatre for the 
ac'uTemU vear preceding the examination may he ad- 
mitted to the examination on production of the followin'* 
certificates signed bv the Head of the Department :

3.2. A deficiency in the required number of lectures 
and practical as laid down in regulation No. 3.1 may 
be condoned as under :

The Central Government (Ministry of Education & 
S.W.) have accorded approval vide their letter No. F. 
3-23/72-U.l, dated October 28, 1972, to the following 
Regulations : — 

1 . Regulations for Praveshika Examination at pages 
287-289 of the Calendar, Volume II, 1971, have been 
deleted. 

2. Regulations I and 2 of the Chapter TV (A) ‘Dean 
of Student Welfare’ at page 53 of the Calendar, Volume 
1, 1972, shall read as under : — 

1. The Senate may, on the recommendation of the Vice- 
Chancellor and the Syndicate appoint a Dean of Student 
Welfare for such period and on such terms and condi- 
tions as may be determined by them. 

2. The duties and functions of the Dean of Student 
Welfare shall be — 

(i) to make arrangement for the residence and to 
supervise discipline of students studying in all 
University classes including evening classes, 
dipoma courses, etc., eit Chandigarh, and also 
to supervise and approve the lodging arrange- 
ments of the students living outside the campus; 

(ii) to supervise co-curricular and cultural activities 
of the students in the University campus. 

(iii) to look after the Physical Welfare and N.C.C. 
activities of the students in the University cam- 
pus; 

(iv) to operate the accounts of the Amalgamated 
Fund allocated to the Students’ Welfare Depart- 
ment for co-cu!rricular activities. 

fv) to deal with all matters pertaining to discipline 
among the University students on the campus 
and outside (excepting those relating to their 
academic work which will be dealt with by the 
Heads of the Departments and/or the D.U.I.) 
and to impose such penalties as may be deem- 
ed necessary, after due enquiry; 

(vi) to devise ways and means for promoting the 
well being of the University students, social, 
moral and emotional, and inculcating among 
them regard for great ideals like loyalty to the 
country devotion to duty and pursuit of truth. 

3. Regulation (vi) under the heading ‘Youth Welfare’ 
at page 110 of the Calendar, Volume I, 1972, shall read 
as under : — 

(vi) Youth Welfare 

For financing the various Youth Welfare schemes and 
activities, and annual fee of Re. 1 shall be charged from 
oach student on the rolls of an affiliated college or Uni- 
versity College or University Teaching Department, and 
the amount so realised shall be deposited with the Head 
Office of the University not later than the end of Octo- 
ber of the year, 

4. Regulations 14(C) and 15(E) for B.A./B.Sc. Exa- 
mination at pages 33 and 34, respectively, of the Calen- 
dar, Volume IT, 1972, shall read as under :- — 

14(C). 1. A candidate for B.A./B.Sc. Part II exami- 
nation may also offer General Education ns an additional 
subject. 

14(C) .2. If he is unable to complete the prescribed 
number of lectures, he may appear in General Education 
with Part II or Part III examination after making up the 
deficiency. 
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14(0.3. If he is successful, the marks obtained in 
General Education shall be added to the marks obtained 
in Part II and Part III examinations for purpose of de- 
termining his division. The total aggregate marks for 
a candidate who appears for examination in General 
Education, whether he passes or fails in it, shall be 650.

Part II examination but 
passes in the subject of General Education may 
not offer General Education while appearing 
subsequently and the marks already obtained 
by him shall be taken into account for deter- 
mining his division;

In the case of (a), percentage of marks obtained 
shall be indicated, 

6. Regulation 7 for M.Sc. (2-year course) examina- 
tion at page 81 of the Calendar, Volume II, 1972, shall 
read as under : — 

7. Every candidate shall be examined in theory papers, 
practical and dissertation, as prescribed in the syllabus. 

Provided that the examination In dissertation may be 
waived by Syndicate for reasons to be recorded. 

In addition to the written papers, practical and dis- 
sertation, there shall be internal assessment of 100 marks 
in each part of the examination. Head of the Depart- 
ment/ Principal of the College shall send to the University 
internal assessment awards of each candidate 15 days 
before the commencement of the examination in accord- 
ance with the rules laid down by Syndicate. 

7. Regulations for Master of Libcrary Science exami- 
nation at pages 104-105 of the Calendar, Volume II, 
1972, have been revised to read as under : — 

1. The duration of the course for the degree of Master 
of Library Science shall be one academic year and the 
examination shall be divided into two parts — viz, Part I 
at the end of the First Semester and Part II at the end 
of the Second Semester. The examination in Part I will 
be held in November/December and again in April/ 
May of the following year along with Part II. A supple- 
mentary examination will be held in November of the 
same year for candidates who fail in Part II examina- 
tion held in April/ May. 

The Syndicate may fix some other dates for these exa- 
minations if they consider it necessary. 

2. Rules for admission to the course and the amount 
of fees to be paid shall be laid down by the Syndicate. 

3.1. The minimum qualifications for admission to the 
course for the degree of Master of Liberary Science 
shall be— 

(i) the Panjab University Post-graduate diploma in 
Liberary Science (one year course) or the 
Punjab University Bachelor of Liberary Science 
degree, with at least 50 per cent marks in the 
aggregate of cither of them; 

or 

(ii) a diploma or degree of another University reco- 
gnised by the Syndicate as equivalent to (i), 
with at least 50 per cent marks in the aggre- 
gate. 

3.2. The examination In first semester shall be open 
to a regular student who is certified by the University 
Libcrarian and Head of the Department of Liberary 
Science — 

(a) to possess good character; 

(b) to have been on the rolls of the University 
Department of Liberary Science during one 
semester preceding the examination; 

(c) to have attended not less than 75 per cent of 
the lectures delivered to his class and to have 
completed the prescribed practical work during 
the semester preceding the examination, A 
deficiency in lectures, etc., up to 10 per cent, 
may be condoned by the Head of the Depart- 
ment. 

3.3. The examination in second semester shall be 
open to a regular student of the University Department 
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of Liberary Science who has passed the first semester 
^examination or is eligible under regulation 3 and is 
certified by the University Librarian and Head of the 
Department of Library Science — - 

(a) to have been on the rolls of the University 
Department of Library Science dining one 
semester preceding the examination. 

(b) to have attended not less than 75 per cent of 
the lectures delivered to his class and to have 
completed the prescribed practical work during 
the semester preceding the examination. A defi- 
ciency in lectures, etc., up to 10 per cent, may 
be condoned by the Head of the Department. 

4. If a candidate is unable to pass both the Semester 
examinations within two years of his admission to the 
course, he shall not be allowed to continue his studies 
nor will he be allowed to take the examination again. 

5. Every candidate shall forward his application to the 
Registrar for admission to the examination on the pres- 
cribed form at least six weeks before the commencement 
of the examination, accompanied by a fee of Rs, 50 for 
each semester. 

Whenever the application or fee of a candidate is re- 
ceived more than three days after the last date prescrib- 
ed above, he shall pay an additional fee of Rs. 5, nro- 
vided that such application shall only he entertained up 
to four weeks before the commencement of the exami- 
nation. 

6. Th ■ examination shall be held in accordance with 
the syllabus approved by Senate. 

7. English shall be the medium of examination. 

8.1. The minimum number of marks required to pass

8.2. A candidate who fails in the first semester exami- 
nation but obtains pass marks in a subject or subjects 

• shall be exempted from re-appearing in such subject or 
subjects; he may be allowed to join the semester II class 
provisionally a^d to appear In both the Semester exami- 
nations simultaneously m Mav of the fo’lov/iny vear. but 
if be does not nass in the remaining suhiect or subjects 
of the first Semester at th’ Mav examination, his result 
of the Second Semester examination shall be cancelled. 

8.3. A candidate who has failed in one or more theory 
paper or one or more practical may be allowed to rc- 
anpear at the supplementary examination of the same 
vear in such paper(s) and practical (s') and if he obtains 
the nass marks in such paper (s') and practical(s) he 
shall be deemed to have passed the examination. 

8.4. Every candidate shall submit his dissertation at 
at the time of his first examination, and, if he is success- 
ful, the marks obtained by him in dissertation shall be 
carried forward to the next examination, 

8.5. A candidate who fails to secure minimum pass 
marks in Dissertation, shall be required to submit a 
fresh Dissertation on a subject to be assigned by the 
Department and, for this purpose, shall attend the De- 
nartn-rnt for supervision as required by the Head of ffie 
Department. He shall oav the tuition fee for the whole 
semester till he gets through in this Paper. 

9. Successful candidates who secure 60 oer cent or 
more of the aggregate number of marks shall be placed 
in the first division, those who secure 50 ner cent or 
more but Ess than 60 per cent shall be placed in the 
second division, 

10. Four weeks after the termination of the examina- 
tion or as soon thereafter as possible the Registrar sb a ii 
publish a list of candidates who have passed, showing 
the division in which they have passed. 


11. Each successful candidate shall receive a diploma 
showing the division in which he lias passed the exami- 
nation for the degree of Master of Library Science. 

8. Regulations 2, 12 and 13 for B.Com. examination 
at pages 137, 139 and 140, respectively, of the Calendar, 
Volume II, 1972, shall read as under 

2. The examination in Part I shall be open to any 
student who produces the following certificates signed 
by the Principal/Head of the Department last attended 
by him :

(iii) has completed training for a period of 24 months 
in the case of a clinical subject and for a per- 
iod of three years in the case of a basic subject, 
in a College/Institute recognised by this Univer- 
sity for the Doctor of Medicine course. 

(iv) Possesses good moral and professional character. 

Note.-— (A) An year’s whole-time extra work by a 
candidate in the Department as a Post-Gradu- 
ate student, shall be equivalent to houseman- 
ship as required in (ii) above. 

(B)(1) The period for which a candidate has work- 
ed as an Assistant Registrar, Registrar, or Re- 
search Officer or Research Assistant in clinical 
subjects and Lecturer, Demonstrator or Assis- 
tant Demonstrator in basic subjects or in any 
equivalent job (approved by the Dean of Medi- 
cal Faculty) iu a Medical College/ Institute re- 
cognised by this University for the M.D. course 
shall also count as a period of training as re- 
quired in para (iii) above. 

(2) The training for three years required in the case 
of basic subjects may be reduced to two years, 
if the candidate has done approved house job 
for one year or has spent one year as a Re- 
search Assistant in the same subject. 

(3) A candidate who has been in active practice 
of medicine for a period of 3 to 5 years and 
who has not done his housemansbip for one 
year as required under regulation 2(ii) shall 
spend thlree years in an institution and the first 
year shall be devoted as a full-time post-gradu- 
ate student or full-time resident in any recog- 
nised hospital. Provided that this training may 
be reduced to two years in the case of a candi- 
date offering Psychiatry in Group B if he has 
already passed 2-year D.P.M. course. 

(4) Certificates in regard to the requirements men- 
tioned above shall be signed by the Head of the 
department and shall be appended with the 
application form for admission which shall also 
be countersigned by the Head of the College/ 
Institute. 

(5) A candidate offering Group A or Group C 
Clinical subjects who has obtained a Diploma 
in the subject concerned ( one-year course ) 
after having done full one-year house job that 
subject shall undergo a further one-year train- 
ing in the subject offered. 

21. Regulation 2 for Master of Surgery (M.S.) exa- 
mination, at pages 402-403 of the Calendar, Volume II, 
1972, shall read as under : — • 

2. The examination shall be open to any person, who 
satisfies the following requirements : 

(i) has obtained, at least three years previously the 
degree of Bachelor of Medicine and Bachelor of 
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Surgery from this University, or, from the Pan- 
jab University at Lahore before 1948, or from 
any other University, the M.B.B.S. degree of 
which is recognised by the Medical Council of 
India; 

(ii) in the case of clinical subjects, has subsequent 
to passing the M.B.BA. examination, completed 
a house job (internship or rotating house job 
shall not be considered) in a recognised hospi- 
tal, for at least one year out of which at least 
6 months shall be in the subject selected for 
the M.S. examination; 

(iii) has completed training for a period of 24 months 
in the case of clinical subject and for a period 
of three years in the case of a basic subject, in 
a college/institute recognised by this Univer- 
sity for the Master of Surgery course; 

(iv) possesses good moral and professional character. 

Note. — (A) A year’s whole-time extra work by a candi- 
date in the department as a Post-Graduate stu- 
dent, shall be equivalent to housemanship as 
required in (ii) above. 

(B)(1) r rhe period for which a candidate has 
worked as an Assistant Registrar, or Registrar, 
or Research Officer or Research Assistant in 
clinical subjects and Lecturer, Demonstrator or 
Assistant Demonstrator in basic subject or in 
any equivalent job (approved by the Dean of 
Medical Faculty) in a Medical College/ Insti- 
tute, recognised by this University for the M.S. 
course shall also count as a period of training 
as required in para (iii) above. 

(2) The training for three years required in the 
cuse of basic subjects may be reduced to two 
years, if the candidate has done approved house 
job for one year or has spent one year as a 
Research Assistant in the same subject, 

(3) A candidate who has been iti active practice of 
medicine for a period of 3 to 5 years and who 
has not done his housemanship for one year 
as required under Regulation 2(ii) shall spend 
three years in an institution and the first year 
shall be devoted as a full time Post-Graduate 
student or full time resident in any recognised 
hospital, 

(4) Certificates in regard to the requirements men- 
tioned above shall be signed by the Head of the 
Department and shall be appended with the 
application form for admission which shall also 
be countersigned by the Head of the College/ 
institute. 

(5) A candidate offering Group A or Group C 
Clinical subjects who has obtained a Diploma 
in the subject concerned ( one-year course ) 
after having done full, one-year house job in that 
subject shall undergo a further one-year train- 
ing in the sub feet offered. 

22. Regulation for B.Sc. Nursing (Post-Basic) exami- 
nation at pages 461464 of the Calendar, Volume IT, 
1972, have been revised to read as under ; — 

1.1. The examination for the degree of B.$c, Nursing 
(Post-Basic) shall he held in the following branches : — 

1. Administration and Education. 

2. Maternal and Child Health, 

A candidate shall be required to offer for examination 
one of these. 
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There shall be two examinations in each branch viz. 
First and Final. Each of these examinations shall have 
two semesters i.e. First and Second Semester for the First 
examination and third and fourth semesters for the Final 
examination. The examination of the first and third 
semesters shall be held in the month of November/De- 
cemoer each year or on such other dates as may be fixed 
by the Syndicate; The examination in second and fourth 
Semesters shall be held in April or on such other dates 
as may be fixed by the Syndicate. For failed candidates 
a supplementary examination shall be held in the month 
of July/ August or on such other dates as may be fixed 
by the Syndicate. 

A candidate who does not qualify in all the subjects 
of First and Second semester examinations even at the 
supplementary examination shall have another chance of 
re-appearing in the subjects in which he has failed along 
with the third semester examination. 

1.2. A candidate will have the option to change over 
from one branch to the other before the commencement 
of the course of studies in the Second semester. 

2. Every candidate registering for the examination 
shall forward his application on the prescribed form at 
least four weeks before the commencement of the exa- 
mination accompanied by a fee of *Rs. 30 for each 
semester examination (either whole or in part) and a 
statement showing the subjects in which he desires to be 
examined. 

3. Whenever the application form and fee of a candi- 
date are received more than three days after the last 
date prescribed above, the candidate shall pay an addi- 
tional fee of Rs. 5 provided that such application shall 
be entertained only up to two weeks before the com- 
mencement of examination. 

4. The Principal of a college shall be empowered to 
condone shortage in attendanqe.of lectures and practical 
to the extent of 10 per cent of the required percentage 
of lectures and practical in each subject. 

5.1. A candidate who, having attended the prescribed 
number of lectures and practical, fails to pass or present 
himself for the examination, may be allowed to appear 
in the two consecutive semester examinations. Provided 
that a candidate who fails to qualify in the first /third 
semester examination shall be allowed to continue his 
studies for the second / fourth semester examination and 
to appear simultaneously in the first /third and second / 
fourth semester examinations, but his tesult of the 
second/fourth semester examination shall not be declared 
til] he qualifies the first/third semester examination 
within the required number of chances. 

5.2. A candidate who fails in the First examination 
(first and second semesters) examination may be admit- 
ted provisionally to the third semester class and allowed 
to appear in the remaining papers of first and second 
semesters (as allowed by Regulation 12) along with the 
third semester examination. The result of the third 
semestef examination shall not be declared until he passes 
in all the subjects of the First examinaion. If the candi- 
date does not clear the First examination within the 
number of chances available to him his result of third 
semester examination shall be cancelled. 

5.3. A candidate will not be permitted to appear in 
4 fie fourth semester examination until he has passed in 
all the subjects of First and Second semester examina- 
tions. 

6. The medium of examination shall be English, 

''In addition, every candidates shall pay Re. 1 for de- 
tailed marks certificate. 


7. The First examination shall be open to a candidate, 
who — 

(a) has passed not less than one semester previous 
to first semester examination of November/ 
December Higher Secondary or Pre-University 
examination of the Panjab University 
or an examination recognised by Syndicate as 
equivalent thereto; 

(b) has been enrolled in a college affiliated for 
the B.Sc, in Nursing (Post-Basic) course during 
one semester preceding the first semester exami- 
nation and one academic year preceding the 
second semester examination; 

(o) has his name submitted to the Registrar by the 
Principal of the college last attended by him; 

(d) produces the following certificates signed by the 
Principal of the college last attended by him; 

(i) of having satisfactory record of profes- 
sional work and character; 

(ii) of having attended not less than 75 per 
cent of lectures and practical held in each 
of the subjects in which he wishes to be 
examined; 

(iii) of having satisfied the Principal as to his 
ability to give comprehensive nursing care; 

(iv) of possessing good health; 

(v) of having a minimum of three years ex- 
perience in bed-side nursing or public 
health nursing; and 

(vi) of his/her being a registered nurse and 
registered mid-wife * fully qualified for nur- 
sing of men, women and children. 

8. The Final examination shall be open to a candidate, 
who — ; 

(a) has passed the first examination of B.Sc. In 
Nursing (Post-basic) course not more than five 
years previously or any other examination re- 
cognised by Syndicate as equivalent thereto; 

(b) has been enrolled in a college affiliated for the 
B.Sc. in Nursing Course (Post-Basic) during 
one semester preceding the First, semestef 
examination and one academic year preceding 
the second semester examination; 

(c) has his name submitted to the Registrar by the 
Principal of the college; 

(d) produces the following certificates signed by 
the Principal of the college last attended by 
him : 

(i) of having satisfactory record of profes- 
sional work and character; 

(ii) of having attended not less than 75 per 
cent of lectures and practical held in each 
of the subjects in which he wishes to be 
examined. 

(iii) of possessing good health; 

(iv) of his having satisfied the Principal as to 
his ability to give comprehensive nursing 
cafe, 

9. Every candidate shall be examined in the subjects 
and syllabus prescribed by Senate from time to time. 

There shall be internal assessment in each subject, for 
which separate marks shall be reserved as under : 

(a) each practical 5 0 pe r cent marks. 

*Or substitute information in it can of much candidates. 
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(b) each Theory paper 30 per cent marks. 

If a candidate fails in an examination, his internal 
assessment will be assessed again each time he appears 
in that examination. 

10 . The practical work done by each student during 
the year shall be recorded in a note book, which must 
be attested by the Professor-in-charge of the subject con- 
cerned and presented to the examiners at the time of 
practical examination. 

1 1 . The minimum number of marks required to pass 
the examination in each semester shall be : 

(a) 33 per cent in the subject of English; 

(b) 50 per cent In the Theory in all other subjects; 

(c) 50 per cent in oral and Practical of each sub- 
ject other than English. 

12. A candidate who obtains pass marks in any sub- 
ject shall be exempted from reappearing in that sub- 
ject provided the whole examination is completed 
within four consecutive semestek examinations including 
the examination in which the candidate was due to appear 
for the first time. Such a candidate will be allowed to 
join the next seftiester dass and will be allowed to take 
examination in the “rennpear” subject /s alongwfih the 
next semester examination. A candidate who does not 
pass the whole of first semester examination within this 
period shall not be allowed to continue his studies in 
Nursing. 

13. As soon as oossible after the examination, the 
Registrar shall publish a list of successful candidates. 

Successful candidates shall be classified as under, on 
the total aggregate number of marks obtained In the 
Fitsr and Final examinations taken together : 

(a) those who obtain 75 per cent" or more malrks 
in a subject /s and/or aggregate; — Distinction 
in the subject /s concerned and/or aggregate. 

(b) those who obtain 60 per cent or more of the 
total marks; — 1st Division. 

(c) those who obtain 50 per cent or moke and less 
than 60 per cent of the total marks. — 2nd 
Division. 

14. Each successful candidate shall be granted a Certi- 
ficate on qualifying In the First examination, B.Sc. degree 
will be awarded after qualifying in the Final examina- 
tion. showing the division in which he has passed. 

23. The following has been added as Regulation 3.3 to 
the Regulations contained in Revised Chanter ITI ‘Gene- 
ral Regulations for Examination (1) Admission to 
Examinations’ at page 486 of the Calendar, Volume II, 
1972 : — 

3.3. A student of technical or Professional course 
who joins the emergency service before the comple- 
tion of the course, mav have the period already spent 
by him on training in the course counted, if he 
wishes to complete his nost-eraduate training during 
the emereenev of within three vears of his being 
disembodied ok otherwise becoming non-effective, 

24 .The following regulations for Diploma Course in 
Chinese have been approved : — 

1. An examination for Diploma in Chinese shall be 
held once a year in the month of July or on such other 
date as may be fixed by the Syndicate, 

2. The examination shall be open to any candidate 
who ; 

(A) has passed the Certificate Course examination in 
Chinese of the Panjab University or an equivalent exami- 


nation of any other University /Board (recognised), and 
produces the following certificate signed by the Head of 
the University Department of Chinese. 

(a) of a good moral character; 

(b) of having attended not less than 75 per cent of 
the lectukes delivered to his class during the 
academic year preceding the examination. 

Provided that a deficiency in the number of lectures 
may be condoned — 

(i) upto 15 lectures by the Head of the Depart- 
ment. 

(ii) upto 25 lectures by the Dean of University Ins- 
truction. 

OR 

(B) is a private candidate and is admitted under the 
regulation relating to private candidates for the Pre- 
University examination and has passed not less than one 
year, previously one of the examinations enumerated in 
2(A) above. 

(3) Every candidate shall forward his application, to 
the Registrar fok admission to the examination on the 
prescribed form, through the Head of the Department 
at least six weeks before the commencement of the 
examination, accompanied by a fee of Rs. 30/-. 

Whenever the application or fee of the candidate is 
received more than three days after the last date pres- 
cribed above, he shall pay an additional fee of Rs. 5/- 
provided that such application shall only be entertained 
upto two weeks before the commenejement of the exami- 
nation. 

4. There will be two written papers of three hours 
duration and an oral tefct. The total number of marks 
allotted to each shall be as under : —

5. English shall be the medium of examination. 

6. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
this examination shall be 40 per cent separately in each 
paper and the oral test and 45 per cent in the aggregate. 

7. Successful candidates securing 60 pek cent or more 
of the aggregate number of marks shall be placed In the 
first division; those who secure 50 per cent or more but 
less than 60 per cent, shall be placed In the second divi- 
sion; and those who secure less than 60 per cent shall be 
placed in the third division. 

8. Four weeks aftek the commencement of the exami- 
nation or as soon thereafter as possible, the Registrar 
shall publish a list of candidates who have passed, show- 
ing the division in which they have passed. 

9. Each successful candidate shall be granted a 
Diploma showing the division in which he has paBsed. 

25. The following Regulations for B.Sc. (Honours 
School) have been approved by the Government of India, 
Ministry of Education and Social Welfare, New Delhi 
vide their tettek No. F.3-23/72-U. 1, dated 23-12- 
1972 : — 

1. The University shall undertake instruction for 
B.Sc. Honours School courses in the following subjects : 

(i) Anthropology 

(ii) Biochemistry 

(iii) Biophysics 

(iv) Botany 
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(v) Chemistry 

(vi) Geology' 

(vii) Mai hematics 

(viii) Microbiology 

(ix) Physics 

(x) Zoology 

The duration of the course for B.Sc. (Hons, School) 
decree shall be three yeurs. The Syndicate shall have 
authority to add or discontinue any subject/s. 

2. A person, who has passed one of the following 
examinations in the subjects approved by the Board of 
Control of the Honours School concerned, may be ad- 
mitted to the B.Sc. Honours School course : 

(i) Pre-Medical or Pre-Engineering or Intermediate 
of the Panjab University, 

(ii) Part I of the three year B.A./B.Sc. course of 
the Panjab University. 

(iii) Any other examination recognised by the 
Syndicate as equivalent to (i) or (ii). 

3. Every student admitted to the B.Sc. Honours 
School course shall be on the rods of the University 
department of the major subject concerned and pay such 
fees to the University as the Syndicate may prescribe. 
The Syndicate may authorise the Dean of University 
Instruction to exempt, any student from payment of 
tuition fees on the recommendation of the Head of the 
Department within the prescribed limit. 

4.1. A Board of Control shall be appointed by the 
Syndicate in January every year and shall consist of — 

1. The Head of the Department in the subject of 
the School, as Chairman, 

2. The University Professors and Readers in the 
subject of the school; 

3. Two University Lecturers on the recommenda- 
tion of the Head of the Department in the subject 
of the School (bv rotation, according to Senio- 
rity); and 

4. One teacher from the Department in each subsi- 
diary subject of the school. 

4.2. Subject to approval of the Dean of University 
Instruction, the Board of Control shall be the authority to 
to admit students and it shall also have the authority to 
remove students from the School or class in accordance 
with the rules laid down by the Academic Council, 

4.3. Each student shall be under the control and disci- 
pline of the Board of Control. The Board of Control, 
in consultation with Dean of Student Welfare, shall, in 
case of misconduct have powers to remove a student 
from the Honours School, 

4.4. The Board of Control may make recommenda- 
tions to the Syndicate in all matters concerning the 
Honours School Course including syllabi and the appoint- 
ment of cKaminers. However, recommendations con- 
cerning syllabi shall he routed through the Faculty and 
the Academic Council. 

5. The syllabi and courses of reading for the B.Sc. 
Honours School courses shall be as approved by the 
Senate from time to time. 

6.1. A student of Honours School shall choose : 

(i) a major subject 

(ii) two subsidiary subjects* and 

fiii) a preliminary subject fEnglisb), 


In case of Biochemistry, Biophysics and Microbiology, 
there shall be an additional subsidiary subject in the first 
year class, in addition to the above subjects, 

*The Board of Control may allow the study of two 
half courses against a subsidiary subject. 

6.2. The following is the list of subsidiary subjects 
for different Honours Schools which may be offered by a 
student with the approval of the Board of Control.** 

** Each Board of Control may, if it considers 
necessary, divide a subsidiary subject in two 
half courses or declare a course to be one half 
course. Other full or half courses in the sub- 
sidiary subjects may be allowed by the Acade- 
mic Council on the recommendation of the 
Board of Control.

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7.- Every candidate for the B.Sc. Honours School 
examination shall send his application through the Head 
of the Department accompanied by" the following certi- 
ficates : 

1. of good moral character. 

2. of having attended at least 75 per cent of the 
total number of lectures and practical ; and 

3. of having passed the earlier examinations. 

The Head of the department is empowered to condone 
shortage in attendances of lectures and practicals to the 
extent of 15 lectures and 15 practicals, in each subject. 
The last dates by which admission forms and fees must 
reach the Registrar without and with late fee of Rs. 5 
shall be fixed by the Syndicate. 

The amount of the admission fee to be paid by a 
candidate shall be Rs. 60/-. 


8; (a) Examination in various subjects shall be held 
at the end of each academic year. Besides the annual 
examination, there shall be house examinations /tests as 
decided by the Board of Control in each subject.

10. (a) The number of theory papers and practicals 

as well as the distribution of marks among 
theory papers, practicals, viva and field work, 
if any, will be decided by the Board of Con- 
trol concerned. 

(b) Each paper for the annual examination will 
be set and examined by the External and 
^Internal examiners. House examinations 
will be conducted by the internal examiners. 
The marks scripts of the house examina- 
tions shall be returned to the candidates. 

11. (a) The minimum pass marks shall be — 

(i) 35% of the aggregate in theory papers of 
the preliminary subject; 

(ii) 35% of the aggregate of theory papers and 
practicals (including viva voce examlna- 
nation) separately for each subsidiary sub- 
ject; and 

^The internal examiner shall ordinarily be a person 
who has taught that paper to the class concerned, 


(iii) 40% of the aggregate of theory papers and 
practicals, separately, of the major subject. 

A candidate wbo fails to obtain pass marks as above 
shall be detained in the class concerned. 

(b) If a candidate passes in the major subject but 
fails in the preliminary and/or in one or both 
of the subsidiary subjects, he will be provi- 
sionally promoted to the next class provided he 
he has obtained at least 35% marks In the 
subject /subjects in which he has failed; he will 
have to pass in the subject or subjects con- 
cerned at the next examination held in Septem- 
ber of the same year failing which he will be 
reverted to the lower class. 

(c) A detained candidate who fails again according 
to the requirements stated in clauses (a) and 
(b) shall have to leave the Honours School. 

(d) The awards shall be submitted by the examiners 
to Chairman of the Board of Control of the 
malor sublect. The result of each year’s exami- 
nation will be tabulated and finalised bv the 
Board of Control plus Internal examiners. The 
final result Indicating the aggregate marks In 
each sublect will be sent to the Registrar for 
declaration. 
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(c) The Board of Control together with the internal 
examiners shall finalise the result of all the 
candidates who pass the third year of the B.Sc. 
Honours School examination after talcing into 
consideration the performance of the candidates 
in all the subjects including subsidiary subjects 
during all the three years. The successful candi- 
dates shall be classified as under according to 
the total aggregate number of marks obtained 
in the First, Second and Third Year examina- 
tions, taken together. The detail of marks in 
the total aggregate marks and the divisions will 
be sent to the Registrar for declaration, 

fa) Those who obtain 60% or more of the 
total marks — First Division. 

fb) Those who obtain 50% or more but below 
60% of the total marks- — Second Division. 

(c) Those who obtain less than 50% of the 
total marks— Third Division. 

26. The following Regulations for Diploma in Per- 
sonnel Management and I.abour Welfare examination 
have been approved : — 

1.1. The duration of the course leading to the Dinloma 
in Personnel Management and Labour Welfare shall be 
one year. The examination shall be divided into two 
Parts. The examination in the first semester shall ordi- 
narily tin held in the month of December and in the 
second semester in April, on such dates as may be fixed 
by the Syndicate. 

1.2. The last date for receipt of admission application 
form and fee with and without late fee of Rs. 5 shall be 
fixed, bv the Syndicate. 

2. Every candidate shall pav his examination fee 
(Rs. 50 for each Semester! at the time of admission to 
the course, along with other charges, l.e., tuition fee 
etc. 

3. The minimum qualification for admission to the 
course shall be — 

Post Graduate Degree in any subject or any other 
examination recognised as equivalent thereto obtain- 
ing not less than 50% marks in aggregate. 

OR 

Bachelor of Laws Degree. 

OR 

A bachelor’s Degree in any discipline with not less 
than three years’ relevant work experience. 

4.1. The examination in the first semester shall be open 
to anv student of the University Department of Com- 
merce & Business Management, whose name is sent by 
the Head of the Department, who — 

(i) has passed not less than one semester previous 
to Part T examination anv of the examinations 
laid down in Regulation 3; and 

fii) has been on the rolls of the Department, during 
one semester preceding the first semester exami- 
nation and has attended not less than 85 per 
cent of the lectures, seminars, case discussions, 
Syndicate sessions, field trios, project work, 
etc., in each paper; a deficiency up to 10 per 
cent mav be condoned by the Head of the 
Department. 

4.2. The examination in the second semester shall be 
onen to anv student of the University Department of 
Commerce and Business Management, whose name is 
sent bv the Head of Department, who — 

(i) has passed the first semester Examination for 
Diploma in Personnel Management and Labour 
Welfare from the Panjab University; and 


(ii) has been enrolled in the Department during 
one semester preceding the second semdfcev 
examination; and 

(iii) has attended not less than 85 per cent of the 
lectures, seminars, case discussions. Syndicate 
sessions, field trips, project work, etc., in each 
paper; a deficiency up to 10 per cent may be 
condoned by the Head of the Department. 

4.3. The Head of the Department of Commerce and 
Business Management shall forward to the Registrar, at 
least five weeks before the commencement of the exami- 
nation in each Semester, a list of the students alongwith 
their admission forms and fees who have satisfied the 
requirements of regulations and are qualified to appeal 
in the examination. 

5. A student of the Department who, having attended 
the prescribed number of lectures, seminars, case dis- 
cussions, Syndicate sessions, field trips, project work, etc. 
does not appear at the examination of the first /second 
semester or having appeared at the examination has 
failed may be allowed to appear at the next examination 
without attending affresh course of lectures, seminars, 
etc. 

6.1. Every candidate shall be examined in the subjects 
according to the Syllabus prescribed by the Senate. 

40 per cent marks in each written paper shall be 
assigned for internal assessment. The Head of the De- 
partment shall calculate these marks on the basis of 
periodical tests, written assignments, case discuss’orts. 
Syndicate sessions. Field trips, etc., and shall forward 
them to the Registrar at least one week before the com- 
mencement of the examination. 

6.2. The Head of the Department will preserve the re- 
cords on the basis of which the internal assessment 
awards have been prepared for inspection, if needed by 
the University, up to six months from the date of decla- 
ration of the results. 

7 A student who is unable to clear the entire exami- 
nation (both the semesters) in the course of two acade*- 
mic vears shall not be allowed to continue his studies any 
longer or to reappear in the examination as a private 
candidate thereafter. 

8. The medium of instruction and examination shall 
be English. 

9.1. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
the examination in each semester shall bo; 

(i) 40 per cent in each written paper and internal 
assessment separately. 

(ii) 40 per cent in the viva voce project work and 
Seminar course, and 

(iii) 50 per cent in the aggregate of each semester. 

9.2. A candidate appearing in the first/second semester 
examination shall be deemed to have passed if he obtains; 

(a) at least 50 per cent marks in the aggregate of 
all the papers; and 

(b) at least 25 per cent marks in the individual 
paper. 

10.1. A candidate who fails in the examination but 
obtains at least 10 per cent marks in a written paper 
shall he deemed to have passed in that paper, and may 
be exempted from re-appearing in that paper. 

10.2. A candidate who is granted exemption under this 
Regulation and is allowed to reappear in one or more 
papers of the first semester, may be allowed to continue 
studies in the second semester and any appear simuF 
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tancously in the remaining papers of the first semester, 
rs also in the second semester at the next examination, 
[f he does not pass in the remaining paper or papers the 
rrst semester examination his result of the second semes- 
:er examination shall be cancelled. However, he may be 
allowed to appear again as a late college student in the 
remaining paper or papers of the first semester in Decem- 
ber next and repeat the entire examination of the second 
semester at the next examination in April. 

11. The internal assessment awards of a candidate who 
fails in the examination shall be carried forward to the 
next examination, 

12. As soon as possible after the termination of the 
examination, the Registrar shall publish a list of the 
candidates who have passed. 

13. Candidates who pass the two semester of the 
examination in first attempt obtaining 70 per cent or 
more marks of the total aggregate of both the Parts shall 
be declared to have passed with Distinction. All other 
successful candidates shall be classified as "Pass”.

9.2. A candidate for the B.Sc. examination shall not 
offer, except in the case of Geology, Geography and Home 
Science, any subject unless he offered the corresponding 
subject in the Prc-Medical, Pre-Engineering, Interme- 
diate or elective group of the Higher Secondary or Pre- 
University examination. 

Provided that — 

(1) a candidate who did not take up Physio’ogy in 
the Higher Secondary or Pre-Universitv or 
Intermediate examination may, if -he took up 
Biology, offer Physiology for B.Sc. examina- 
tion;

(5) a candidate offering Microbiology shall take up 
the following other subjects : 

(a) Chemistry or Bio-chemistry; 

(b) Botany or Zoology or Physiology or Human

(6) Military Training can be offered bv members 
of the National Cadet Corps or N.C.C. Rifles; a 
regular student who has already completed 
N.C.C Training for at least two years can also 
offer Military Training even if he is no longer 
enrolled in the N.C.C. 
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9.3. A candidate for B.Sc. Part I examination shall also 
offer, in addition to the subjects in 9.1. English as addi- 
tional subject.

If 
he is successful in it, the marks obtained shall be added 
to the aggregate of Part IT and Part III examinations for 
determining his division.

Biochemistry, Home Science, Microbiology, Psy- 
chology and Mapwork examination in the case of Geo- 
grauhy. 5 marks shall be reserved for internal assessment 
on the basis of the house tests held by the college, The 
college shall submit to the University on the prescribed 
Droforma the internal assessment marks immediately on 
receipt of the University Roll Numbers and before the 
commencement of the examination, 
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Provided that in the ease of private candidates, offer- 
ing Geography, Home Science and Psychology as one 
of their subjects there shall be no internal assessment 
and the marks for external assessment shall be propor- 
tionately increased. 

A failed student, appearing pfivately, in the capacity 
of a late college student, is allowed to carry forward his 
internal assessment marks to the next examination. 

12.1. A candidate who obtains 35 per cent of the 
aggregate number marks in the three main subjects, but 
has failed in one subject only, obtaining not less than 
20 per cent of the marks in that subject, shall be per- 
mitted to appear in that subject only at the next two 
examinations and if he passes at either of those exami- 
nation, he shall be deemed to have passed the examina- 
tion. 

12.2. A candidate to whom this concession is granted 
shall be eligible to join the next higher class provisionally, 
but if he fails to qualify in the compartment subject at 
the supplementary examination, he shall be permitted 
to appear again in that subject along with the examina- 
tion for the next Part at the next annual examination 
and if he fails to qualify in the compartment subject 
even at the second attempt, his result of Part II or Part 
III, as the ease may be, shall be cancelled. For the 
compartment subject of the next annual examination, he 
may uppear as a regular student or us a private candi- 
date. 

12.3. The Syndicate may extend this period, in the case 
of a member of the regular armed forces, who is unable, 
owing to defence exigencies, to avail himself of a chance 
within this time. 

12.4. A candidate who appears in the supplementary 
examination under this Regulation shall — 

] , be required to pay admission fee as for the whole 
examination; and 

2 . not be eligible for scholarship, prize or a medal. 

13. A candidate for JB.A./B.Sc. Part III examination 
of this University who is placed under compartment shall 
be allowed to join M.A. Part 1 class provisonally if he 
fulfils other requirements and provided : 

(i) the subject in which he has to reappear is not 
offered for the M.A. examination; and 

(ii) if he fails to clear the compartment subject of 
the B.A./B.Sc. examination in September, his 
admission to M.A. , course shall stand cancelled 
and he shall have no claim whatsoever against 
(he institution/University, 

14.1. The successful candidates of Part I examination 
who obtain 60 per cent of the aggregate number of marks 
or more in all the subjects including the additional sub- 
ject shall be placed in the first division, those who obtain 
less than 60 per cent but not Jess than 50 per cent, in 
the second division and below 50 per cent in the third 
division. The division will be indicated in the candi- 
dates certificate, 

14.2. The successful candidates shall be classed in three 
divisions, as under : 

(i) Those who obtain 60 per cent or more of the 
aggregate number of marks in the Pass Papers 
including the additional subject, in Part 11 and 
Part III examinations taken together, shall be 
placed in the first division. 

(ii) Those who obtain less than 60 per cent but not 
less than 50 per cent marks in the Pass Papers 
including the additional subject, in Part II and 
Part III examinations taken together, shall be 
placed in the second division. 


(iii) Those who obtain below 50 per cent marks in , 
the Pass Papers including the additional subject ' 
in Part II and Part III examinations taken 
together, shall be placed in the third divi- 
sion. 

15. Six weeks after the termination of the examination, 
or as soon thereafter as is possible, the Registrar shall 
publish a list of the candidates who have passed. Each 
successful candidate at Part III (Final) examination shall 
receive with his degree a certificate stating the division in 
which he has passed. 

16.1. A candidate who has passed — 

1. the B.A, or B.Sc. examination from this Univer- 
sity, or 

2. the Master of Arts examination from any other 
recognised University in India, or 

3. has passed the Diploma Course in Rural Service 
(3-Year Course) conducted by the National 
Council for Rural Higher Education, Ministry of 
Education and Social Welfare, and is a resident 
of the Panjab or Haryana or Himachal Pradesh 
or Union Territory of Chandigarh. 

may appear at any subsequent B.A. or B.Sc. 
examination in any one or more subjects prescrib- 
ed for the examination except the subjects in 
which he has already passed the examination. 

16.2, In the case of a Science, the candidate shall study 
in an affiliated college for both Part II and Part III 
classes, for at least one academic year preceding the exa- 
mination and produce a certificate from the Principal of 
the college that ho has completed the prescribed course. 

16,3., A candidate appearing under this regulation shall 
take examination in Part II and Part III examinations 
simultaneously. 

16.4. Such a candidate shall pay admission fee of Rs. 
30 per subject and an additional fee of Rs. 5 per Science 
subject. 

16.5. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
shall be as prescribed in Regulation 10. 

16.6. If a candidate fails to qualify in the annual exa- 
mination, he shall be given another chance at the next 
supplementary examination. 

17, A person who has already passed the Bachelor of 
Arts examination of this University may appear in the 
Bachelor of Science examination of this University and 
vice-versa, provided he is otherwise eligible. 

18. A student who has passed B.A./BSc, Part T or 
Part II examination from Kurukshetra University or Pan- 
jabi University (Patiala) or Gum Nanak University 
(Amritsar) or Himachal Pradesh University (Simla) shall 
be allowed to join B.A./B.Sc. Part II or Part III, res- 
pectively, provided he offered the same subjects as are 
available at this University; the marks obtained in B.A./ 
B.Sc, Part II at any of these Universities shall be counted 
towards Division of successful candidates at Part III exa- 
mination by increasing or reducing the marks obtained in 
accordance with the maximum murks prescribed for Part 
11 by the Panjab Universty, 

19.1. Tn addition to the B.A. (Pass) examination, a 
candidate may offer Honours in any of the following sub- 
jects provided he has offered that subject for the Pass 
examination,

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J Provided further that only such students who take up 
Mathematics (Pass) shall be eligible for Honours course 
in Mathematics as secured at least 45 per cent marks in 
Mathematics in Part I examination, 

19.2., The Honours examination shall consist of four 
papers of which two shall be taken with Part II exami- 
nation and the remaining two with Part II examination. 

19.3. An additional fee of Rs. 20 shall be paid by a 
candidate for appearing in the Honours papers at each of 
Part II and Part 111 examinations, 

19.4. The minimum pass marks shall be 45 per cent 
in the Pass Papers as well as Honours Papers of the sub- 
ject concerned on the combined results of Part II and 
Part III examinations. The marks obtained by a candi- 
date in Part 11 shall be communicated to the Principal 
of the college concerned. 

19.5. A candidate offering Honours in B,A. examina- 
tion shall submit his application to the Registrar along with 
the prescribed fee and the following certificates signed by 
the Principal of the affiliated college last attended by 
him :

offered in Physiology, Human Anatomy and Biochemis- 
try. 

Exception. — A candidate who has obtained 45 per cent 
marks in Botany or Zoology at the Pre-University or 
Higher Secondary or F.Sc. or Pre-Medical examination 
shall also be eligible to join B.Sc. Honours course in 
Botany or Zoology, as the Case may be.

4. a candidate who offers Honours in Mathematics shall 
be exempted from Part I examination of B..Sc. if he had 
secured at least 50 per cent marks in the subject of 
Mathematics in the Pre-Engineering or Intermediate exa- 
mination. 

, 21.2. A student admitted to the 1st year class of the 
B.Sc. Honours cours after passing the F.Sc. or Prc- 
Medical or Pre-Engineering examination, shall be exemp- 
ted from B.Sc. Part I examination. 

21.3. An additional fee of Rs. 25 shall be paid by a 
candidate offering Honours at each of Part II and Part 
III examinations. Provided that admission fee for a can- 
didate offering Honours in Microbiology under (i) and 
(ii) above shall be Rs. 45 foi each Part, 

21.4. The minimum pass marks shall be 45 per cent 
in the Pass Papers as well as Honours Papers of the 
subject concerned on the combined results of Part II and 
Part III examinations. The marks obtained by a candi- 
date in Part II shall be communicated to the- Principal of 
the college concerned. 

22. A person who has already passed the B.Sc. exami- 
nation under these Regulations may be permitted to 
appear in all the Honours Papers either in the same 
examination or with Part II and Part III examinations 
held in two consecutive years provided he has attended 
the required course of lectures and practical, if any, as 
provided in Regulation 3. 

23. (a) A candidate who has taken Honours in a 
subject for the B.A. /B.Sc. examination and is to reappear 
in a subject or subjects (except the subject in which he 
has taken Honours) under the Compartment regulation, 
either in the Pass course of Part II examination, shall 
be allowed to take the Honours papers, but his result 
of the Honours examination shall be declared only when 
he clears the examination within the period as specified 
in the Compartment regulation. 

(b) A candidate who has completed the prescribed 
course of instruction for B.A. /B.Sc. Pass as well as the 
Honours course, either for Part II or Part III, but has 
not appeared in or has not completed the examination 
may be allowed to appear in the annual examination of 
the following year, as a late college student in the Ho- 
nours examination, along with the Pass course examina- 
tion of Port IT or Part III, as the case may be. 

Bachelor of Science in Home Ecience Examination 

1.1. The duration of the course of instruction of the 
examination for the degree of B.Sc, in Home Science 
shall be three years and the examination shall be held 
in three parts, viz-, Part I, at the end of the course of 
first year, Part II at the end of the course of second year 
and Part TII (Final) at the end of the course of third 
year. 
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These examinations shall ordinarily be held once a 
year in April on a dale fixed by the Syndicate. 

For candidates placed in compartment, a supplemen- 
tary examination shall ordinarily be held in the month 
of August on a date fixed by the Syndicate. 

1.2. The last date lor receipt of admission form and 
fee with and without late fee of Rs. 5 shall be fixed by 
the Syndicate, 

1.3. The schedule of dates fixed in accordance with 
Regulations 1.1 and 1,2 shall be notified by the Registrar 
to all the affiliated Colleges. 

2.1. A woman who has passed one of the following 
examinations shall be eligible to join the first year (Part 

I) class of the B.Sc. Home Science course : — 

(a) the Higher Secondary examination of the Pan- 
jab University before 1970; 

or 

(b) Higher Secondary examination of the Board of 
School Education, Panjab; Haryana, Himachal 
Pradesh or of the Central Board of Secondary 
Education, Delhi (for students of Union Terri- 
tory of Chandigarh only);

or 

(d) any other examination recognised by the Syn- 
dicate as equivalent to (a), (b) or (c), 

2.2. A woman who has passed the first year (Part I) 
examination for the degree of B.Sc. in Home Science ol 
the Panjab University shall be eligible to join the second 
year (Part II) class of the B.Sc. Home Science course, 

2.3. A woman who has passed the Second year (Part 

II) examination for the degree of B.Sc. in Home Science 
of the Panjab University shall be eligible to join the 
Part III (Final) class of the B,Sc. Home Science course. 

3.1. The examination in Part 1/11/ III shall be open 
to a student, who — 

(a) has passed not less than one academic year 
previously the 'requisite examination as laid 
down in Regulation 2. 

(b) has her name submitted to the Registrar by the 
Principal of thy College she has most recently 
attended and produces the following certificates 
signed by the Principal of that college : — 

(i) of good character; 

(ii) of having been on the rolls of an affi- 
liated college for the academic year pre- 
ceding the examination; 

(iii) of having attended not less than 75 per 
cent of lectures and praclicals held in each 
of the subjects in which she is to be exa- 
mined; 

(iv) of having obtained at least 33 per cent 
marks in theory and practical (combined) 
in the class work, homework and sessional 
records in each subject, and at least 25% 
marks in theory and practical (separately) 
in each subject at either both (combined) 
or any one of the two house examinations 
held during the ycur. 

Provided that a candidate must appear in Part II/ ITT 
examination within three years of her passing Part UII 
examination. 


3.2, A candidate who, having attended the prescribed 
number of lectures and practical, fails to pass or present 
herself for the examination may be allowed to appear in 
the following three examinations without attending a 
fresh, course of lectures, etc. 

4. The Principal of a college is empowered to Con- 
done shortage in attendances of lectures and practical* 
to the extent of fifteen lectures in each of the subjects 
and seven periods in each of the practical. 

5. The amount of admission fee to be paid by a 
candidate for each Part shall be Rs. 26. 

6. The medium of examination shall be English. 

7. Every candidate shall be examined in the subjocls 
and the syllabus prescribed by the Senate. 

8. The minimum number of marks required to puss the 
examination shall be : — 

(a) 33% in each written paper and practical exa- 
mination separately, 

(b) 33% separately in theory and praeticals in the 
Internal Assessment of each subject based on 
class-work, Home-work, sessional records and 
house examinations; and 

(c) 40% in the aggregate of all the subjects. 

9. The college shall submit to the University, on the 
prescribed proforma, internal assessment marks at least

10.1. A candidate who obtains 40% of the aggregate 
number of marks for the examination, but fails in one 
subject obtaining not less than 25% marks may be per- 
niitted to appear in that subject at the next supplemen- 
tary examination to be held in August of the same year, 
and if she passes in the subject she shall be deemed to 
have passed the Examination.

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Provided that in the case of Essay paper in Sanskrit, 
Persian, English, Hindi or Panjabi or Urdu, the medium 
of examination shall be the language of the subject con- 
cerned.

The list of successful candidates of Part II examination

12.1. A candidotc who has already passed the Master 
of Arts examination from this- University or from the 
Panjab University at Lahore before 1948, in a subject 
in which different optional papers are permitted, may 
appear in one or more other Optional papers of that sub- 
ject, at any subsequent examination. The examination 
fee shall be Rs. 30 for each paper. A candidate appear- 
ing in more than one optional paper shall be supplied 
with marks obtained by him in each paper for which he 
shall pay an additional foe of Rs. 4. 

12 2. A candidate shall, in order to pass, be required 
to obtain at least 40% marks in each paper. 

13.1. A person who has passed M.A. examination from 
this University in the third division may be allowed to 
reappear as a private candidate in the same subject for 
purposes of improving his division.

1.1. There '.ball be an examination for the degree of 
Master of Science in such subjects as may be approved 
by the Academic Council. The duration of the course 
shall be two years.

2.1. A person who has passed an examination, as be- 
low, shall be eligible to join Part I (First year) class of

B.A, or B.Sc. examination of the Panjab University or 
any other examination recognised by the .Syndicate as 
equivalent thereto; 

Other Subjects ; 

(a) B.Sc. Honours School examination of the Pan- 
jab University in the subject of the M.Sc.

(b) B.Sc. examination of the Panjab University in 
the Second class; 

or 

(c) B.Sc. Honours School examination in the sub- 

ject of the M.Sc. from any other University

2.2. A person who has passed M.Sc. Part I in the 
subject concerned from the Panjab University shall be 
eligible to join Part II (second year) class of the course. 

3.1. The examination in Part I/II shall be open to 
a student who has passed one academic year previously 
the examination as laid down in Regulation 2, and whose 
name is sent to the Registrar by the Head of the Uni-

3.2. A student who has completed the prescribed 
course of instruction in a University Department/Affi- 
liated Co’Dge foT Part I/II examination, but docs not 
appear in it, or having appeared fails may be allowed 
on recommendation of the Head of the University De- 
partment /Vrmcm&X of the affiliated college concerned, 
three consecutive chances to appear in the examination 
as a late college student, without attending a fresh course 
of instruction.

6. The medium of examination shall be English. 

7.1. The examination shall consist of theory papers, 
p radicals and dissertation, as prescribed in the syllabus 
approved by the Senate. 

Provided that the examination in dissertation may be 
waived by Syndicate for reasons to be recorded. 

7.2. In addition to theory papers, practical and dis- 
sertation, there shall be Internal Assessment of 1 00 
marks in each part of the examination, The Head of 
the University Department / The Principal of the affiliated 
college shall send to the University the Internal Assess- 
ment awards of each candidate 15 days before the com- 
mencement of the examination in accordance with the 
Rules laid down by Syndicate. 

8.1. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
the examination shall be- — 

U) 33 per cent in each written paper; 

(b) >3 per cent in each practical; 

(c) 33 per cent in dissertation; 

(d) 33 per cent _in internal assessment; and 

(e) 40 per cent in the aggregate of (a), (b), (c) 
and (d), above. 

8.2. Save as provided in Regulation 8.1., a candidate 
appearing in Part I/ll examination shall be deemed to 
have passed the examination if he obtains : 

(a) at least 50% marks in the aggregate of all the 
papers; and 

(b) at least 25% in the individual papers. 

8.3. A candidate, who fails in the examination but, at 
the same time, obtains pass marks in dissertation/thesis, 
may have his marks in dissertation/thesis carried forward 
for the next two examinations. 

9. A candidate who, having completed the prescribed 
course of instruction for the examination, has not appeared 
either in Part I examination or having appeared in the 
examination has failed, will be allowed three consecutive 
chances only, from the date of completion of the course, 
to appear in Part I examination, after which he shall not 
be allowed to continue his studies for the M.Sc. course. 
If, however, a candidate is unable to appear in any 
examination within the period of three consecutive years,

Full fee as for B.A. Part II. 

(4) B.A. Part HI English with one elective subject.— 
Full fee as for B.A. Part III. 

(5) B.A. Parts II & III (elective subjects) simultane- 
ously after passing B.A. English only under old regula- 
tions. — Rs, 30 per subject for both the examinations 
(Part II and Part III). 

6. A candidate appearing in an examination under these 
regulations shall, for all purposes, other than those stated 
in these regulations, be governed by the regulations for 
(he examination concerned.
